Brother Dutton is a different typ e 
from Father Damien, who was p re­ 
eminently a sp iritual leader. 
Dutton is a man of affairs, hearty, 
wholesome, genial and gifted as an 
ex ecutive, and has been of great as­ 
sistance to the butt "ends of humanity” 
who comp ose the lep er settlement. 
In 19 08 he succeeded in getting the 
Atlantic fleet, in its trip around the 
world, to p ass close to the lep er island 
and maneuver as a sp ectacle for the 
j ravished eyes of the unfortunates. 
That was a gracious act of our gov 
! era men t, which granted Dutton's p eti­ 
tion. 
And now the brave, help ful brothei 
of the outcasts, beyond the p ale with
